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Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
ey or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, Solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 


Duties.—Must reside upon the 


homestead or pre-emption six months, 


in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to carn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
triets. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

CANADIAN CLUB LUNCHEON. 

At noon the delegates and their 
wives were invited to a luncheon of 
the Canadian Club at the Strathcona 
Hotel, where W. A. Buchanan, ,M.P., 
editor of the Lethbridge Herald, de- 
livered an able address on ‘‘ The 
Mission of a Newspaper.’’ 

Newspaper men, ,he declared, were 
in business to make money, and he 
believed that that paper which fought 
in the interests of the people was the 
one which in the long run made a 
financial success. Mr. Buchanan did 
not believe that a newspaper could be 
independent of party, but it should 
he independent, he declared, within 
the party it supported. Newspapers 
should lead and not be led by a 
party. 

POWER OF THE PRESS. 

He was proud of the power of the 
press. It was a newspaper, the Chic- 
ago Tribune, which had for the first 
time accomplished a few weeks ago 
the driving out of a member of the 
United States senate. 

There had been an instance of the 
power of the press in Alberta in 
which the Calgary Herald, a con- 
servative newspaper, had aided a 
Liberal policy by standing out years 
ago for the necessity of railroads to 
develop the province. Another in- 
stance was the Winnipeg Free Press, 
which was conducting a very strong 
campaign against high freight rates 
in the west and had made out a 
strong case. These were the few cas- 
es in which papers had spent large 
sums in the publie interest. He had 
always found that it paid for a news- 
paper to have opinions and to ex- 
press them. “Tt’s a very narrow 
man who will cut out his advertise- 
ment because you happen to criticise 
something with which he is conneet- 
ed,”’

A meeting of the Council of the 
Board of Trade was held in the 
Seeretary’s office on Friday, August 
2nd, at 10° o'clock a.m. Those 
present were Messrs. G. W. Greene. 
Michener, Malcolm, Botterill, Gal- 
braith, Gibson, Brumpton and Davi 
son. 

The minutes of the last three meet- 
ines were read and approved. 

Moved by’ Messrs. Maleolm ane 
Galbraith, that payment of the fol 
lowing accounts be confirmed : Post

A letter from A. H. May, Engineei 
for the Hudson Bay and Pacific Rail 
way Company, was read, stating 
that the company was now. in liqui 
dation and that at present he could 
not give any information. Letter 
from the Sceretary of the Associated 
Boards of Trade asking to be \advis- 
ed what delegates would go to the 
convention from Red Deer, and copie: 
of resolutions should be sent him. 
The council decided that no action 
would be taken toward appointing 
further than the President and Sec- 
retary until o later date. Mr. Davi 
son stated that he had had no fur 
ther word from Dr. McKidd regard 
ing the visiting of the Canadian Med 
ical Association, on August 15th. 
but that the Doctor was expected to 
go north on the 11.38 train, and Mr. 
Greene and Mr. Davison were in- 
structed to see Dr. McKidd and get 
further information of the suggested 
visit of the medical men. ‘ 

The question of making an exhibit 
at the Dry Farming Congress was 
again discussed, and the concensus of 
opinion was that it would not pay 
Red Deer to make an exhibit there. 

Mr. Davison reported regarding his 
interview with the President and 
members of the Vancouver Board of 
Trade, when in Vancouver ; with Mr. 
Heaps, who had been chairman of the 


Panama Convention in Calgary. He 
discussed the question of- wharfage 
facilities at the coast. Mr. Heaps 


stated that he believed the Dominion 
Government would not take action 
toward the establishment of termin- 
al facilities, and that in the event 
of their not doing so, the A.B.C. and 
other companies would establish ele- 
vators. This statement aroused con- 
siderable discussion and it was felt 
that the providing of terminal fac- 
ilities was really a national question 
and should be taken up by the Gov- 
ernment rather than left, to private 
corporations. It was agreed that 
Red Deer should bring resolution: 
urging the Dominion Government tc 
take action, before the Associated 
Boards of Trade for their endorsa- 
tion. 

Regarding the interurban railway, 
the President stated that the Com- 
mittee appointed would make a_ re- 
pprt at the next meeting. Mr. Davi- 
son had stopped at Kamloops on his 
return from the Coast and had there 
met the members of the Board of 
Trade and City Council and discuss- 
ed with them the question of co 
operation between Kamloops and 
Red Deer as they would soon he con 
nected by two direct lines of rail- 
way.

GREATHESS 


Speaking in°London, Premier 
Said Soe of Canada 
as Justitied 

London, Aug. 1.—Premier 
land his colleagues were the 
at luncheon today in the 
hall of the Merchant Taylors’ 
pany, of the Canada Club, Lord 
Strathcona presiding over a large 
gathering very fairly representative 
of the financial interests of the city. 

Replying to the toast of his health 
the Canadian Premier opened with a 
warm eulogy of Lord Strathcona. 
than whom no man in the empire 
was og greater imperial figure or had 
been more closely associated wit! 
the growth and development of Cana 
da, 

“In the old days before confedera 
tion,’’ went on Mr. Borden, ‘‘the sit 
uation was such that we Canadian: 
of today can hardly_realize its diffi 
culties. The men who undertook thi 
‘oundation of Canadian confederation 
were possessed of supreme faith anc 
courage while the work thcy accom 
plished has been justified by the mar 
velous success attending it. 

“It has seemed to me that th 
task before the statesmen of — the 
mother country and the dominion 
today is on a grander and greate: 
scale, but has something akin to th 
task which was surmounted by th

men who laid the broad, deep an 
enduring foundations of Canadiar 
federation. 


“The British empire, as constitut 
ed today, is a very bold experimen 
indeed, but an experiment justified bs 
the strength of the tics now bindin, 
together the mother country an 
every dom‘nion across the seas int: 
one great cmpire. It is perfectl 
true organization may not be—in 
deed, most of us consider it is not- 
all that it might be for certain pur 
poscs—(cheers)—but the empire un 
organized in some respects as it i 
today, has proved itself a mighty 
foree,in the time of need or danger 
I do not doubt the future will in 
that regard fully justify the history 
of the past. 

“There are men who may be for 
given for supposing that the im 
mense and rapid development o 
Canada during the past fourteen o. 
fifteen years gives ground for som 
misgiving but those who know th 
country, and even those who hav. 
traversed it but a few weeks an 
caught. but a glimpse of the marvel 
ous heritage of the Canadian people, 
will agree that although her progres: 
has been marvelous—so marvelous a 
to attract not’ only the attcntion o. 


the whole empire but of the whol’ 
world—it has: been none too grea 
considering her resources. 


“We all.realize that the greatnes: 
ie any dominion br nation withi: 
this empire cannot be founded secure 
aah on purely material considerations 
and 7 would like to remind you tha 
even in that portion of Canada where 
developmint has been most rapid, it 
the western provinces, the most con- 
spicuous building in any little wes 
tern town is the school house. 

“The empire presents many prob 
lems which can only be solved by 
great statesmanship. The means o: 
intercommunication between = th 
mother country and the dominion: 
and the dominions themselves is as 
suredly the most proiinent considera 
ticn. We have come from our dom 
inion to consider measures of co 
operation by which the path across 
the seas, so absolutely essential, not 
only to the wellbeing, but to the 
very existence of this cmpire,  shali 
be secured at all times under all cir- 
cumstances, (vheers). I can only say 
that I hope, more than that, I ae 
lieve, that the missions my col 
leagues and myself have undertaken 
in that regard will not be devoid of 
results, and trust that these results 
may be of advantage not only to 
Canada and the mother country, but 
to every one of the dominions. 

“We Canadians are sometimes de- 
seribed as too optimistic. It is a 
good thing and [I trust we shall al- 
ways preserve that spirmt, and if the 


occasion arises we are prepared to 
share any surplus of it with the 
other dominions of the empire, 


(cheers).””

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AFTER THE MOSQUITOES 


Kill Them Before They Grow Thelr 
Wings, Says Dr. Higgins 


Dr. Chas. H. Higgins, pathologist at 
the Experimental Farm, has begun a 
crusade ugainst mosquitoes, and in a 
letter giving advice for the abatement 
of the nuisance, says: 

“Mosquitoes are pesky little crea 
tures which annoy the quiet nays of 
grown-ups during tne summer months. 
‘They are always present when a good 
breeding ground is handy. For the 
hatching of their eggs and thelr de- 
velopment befere becoming winged 
denizens of the air, they require a 
ten days stay in a quiet pool of water. 
‘This pool may be in a bottle, an old 
tin can, or an ordinary roadside mud 
hole. When in such a puol they are 
known as wrigglers and these little 
‘black wrigglers can be ‘seen to sink 
to the bottom when the surface is dis 


‘turbed. 
“Grown-ups either like or dislike 
mosquitoes. Children cannot express 


an opinion as they,have to take wha‘ 
is given them by their p rents. I! 
you like mosquitoes you allow tin 
cans, bottles and mudholes to serve 
as breeding grounds. If you dislik. 
mosquitoes you prevent their bre ding 
in their favorite haunts close to your 
place of abode. 

“Kill the mosquitoes while they ar 
wrigglers and they will never grow 
wings to anney you and your famiiy 
To kill the wrigglers never allow bot 
tles or tin cans to be thrown out. 
Cover all mudholes or quiet pools ot 
water with coal oil. A quart of coa. 
oll will cover a pool ten feet Square 
The of} forms a thin film on the sur- 
face and smothers the wrigglers 
Wrigglers come to the surface every 
few minutes to breathe and with the 
film of oil on the surface they cannot 
get their nose or breathing pore out 
to the air. Be wise! Will ) our mos 
quitoes hefore they grow wings.”

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TAFT'S MOTIVE 
NOW REVEALED 


'Correspondence Shows That he Would 
Make Canada an “Adjunct of 
The States” 


. What President Taft really meant 
‘in his negotiations with Canada for 
|rectprocity is revealed in his corres- 
‘pondence with Theodore Roosevelt at 
the time negotiations were in pro- 
‘gress, which hag just been made pub- 
No. He declared that the agreement 
;would make Canada an “adjunct of 
‘the United States”; would transfer al] 
“their” important business to Chicago 
and New York, with their bank credits 
and everything else.” 

‘ Mr. Taft’s letter is as follows: 

“Just at present I am in the midst 
of reciprocity matters, and it would 
‘gratify me a great deal to talk over 
with you this issue. I have as you 
have known, always been a low-tariff 
‘and downward-revision man, and the 
reason why I favored the last tariff 
bill and praised it as the best one we 
ever had was: That the consideration 
of it on its passage and the efforts 
of those who defended it afterwards 
to show, that it was a downward re 
vision were all a concession by the 
Republican party that downward re- 
vision was necessary, and that the rue 
upheld by Shaw and Canncn and other 
standpatters cf the orthodox type that 
no tariff could be too high, becaus: 
‘what you needed was a Chinese wa'l, 
had been departed. from. Now, the 
probabllity is that we shall reach an 
agreement with our Canadian friends 
by which all natural products—cer 
eals, lumb:r, dairy products, fruits, 
meats and cattie—shall enter both 
countries free, and that we shall get 
a revision—not os heavy a one as 
I would like, but a substantial one, 
and equivalent certainly to the French 
Teciprocity treaty and probably more. 

“The truth is that the minute that 
we adopt in convention the proposa! 
that our tariff should be measured we 
necessarily udopt a rule which would 
lead us straight to reciprocity In na- 
tural products with Canada, because 
the conditions in the two countries 
are so similar that there {3 substan- 
tially no difference in the cost of pro- 
duction. Possibly labor is slightly 
lower in some parts of Canada than 
in the United States, but it is also 
higher in some parts and the adop- 
tlon of frée trade would rapidly in- 
crease the cost of labor in those parts 
where it is cheaper in Canada, 80 that 
the conditions would be the same. 

“It might at firet have a tendency 
to reduce the cost of food products 
somewhat; It would certainly make 
the reservoir much greater and pre- 
vent fluctuations. Meantime the 
amount of Canadian products we 
would take would produce a current 
of business between Western Canada 
and the United States that would 
make Canada only an adjunct ‘of the 
United States. It would transfer all 
their Important business to Chicago 
and New York, with thelr bank credits 
and everything else, and it would in- 
crease greatly the demand of Canada 
for our manufacturers. | see this Is 
an argument agalnst reciprocity made 
In Canada and | think it Is a good one. 
‘ “The proposition is to make an ar- 
rangement by which we shal! present 
to both Houses of Congress an identl- 
cal bill, and pass it as an agreement 
for joint legislation. In this way’ we 
would avoid the necessity for two 
thirds In the Senate, and would se 
cure at once the consent of the House, 
which in tariff matters is generally re- 
‘garded as necessary, at any rate. 
This will cause a great commotion, I 
presume. It will be unpopular in New 
‘York because of certain lumber-manu- 
facturing interests and the dairy- in- 
terests. It will be unpopular in Min- 
nesota because of wheat; but on the 
other hand, free lumber will be popu- 
Jar in some places and as {ft Inciudes 
free paper and free wood pulp we may 
count on the fairly good support of 
the press. 

“This letter, of course, I must asi. 
you to regard as confidential, thoug!: 
I would be glad to have you discure 
with your colleagues on the Outloo!. 
Buch a proposition, and should be glad 
to hear from you as to your judgment 
of it. I think it may break the R 
publican party for awhile. As Elih 
Root said when I talked with him ye: 
'terday, it may be an entering weds: 
against protection, although it is not 
inconsistent with the princip’e of pro 
tection as we laid it down in Ch'rago. 
Of course it will be said against it 
that we are taking agriculture and 
making it suffer first before we tack'c 
wool and cotton. The bill is not lik:- 
ly to pass the present Congress, and 
before the new Congress comes _to- 
gether I think I shall be uble to make 
some recommendations as to the wool 
and cotton schedule and present a 
problem to the Democrats which they 
are not likely to find an easy one, At 
least it will show the hypocrisy of 
some people. Of course this is no 
ground whatever for introducing and 
pressing such a measure. I believe it 
to be right, and if it leads, on the 
other hand, to reduction in wool and 
cotton manufactures to the lowest 
figures and to what Is a real measure 
of the difference in the cost of pro- 
duction, so much the better. 

““T shall be glad to hear from you 
Qs s00n as you conveniently can write 
on this subject, because the matter fs 
just at hand, and it is quite likely 
that within ten days we shall reach 
an agreement.” 

Theodore Roosevelt in re} ly sald: 

“Dear President: It seems to me 
‘what you propose to do with Canada 
is admirable from every standpoint. 
I firmly believe in free trade with Can- 
ada for both economic and political 
‘reasons. As you say, labor cost is 
substantially the same in the two 
countries, so that you are amply justi- 
fled by the platform. Whether Can- 
ada will accept such reciprocity, 1 do 
mot know, but it is greatly to your 
tcredit to make the effort. It may 
damage the Republican party for a 
while, but it will surely benefit the 
party in the end, especially if you 
tackle wool, cotton, etc., as you pro- 
pose.

Remarkable Development Revealec by 
Various Statistics

Building statistics may also be 
utilized to give a graphic idea of wes 
tern growth. Last year twelve western 
cities from Winnipeg to Fernie expen 
ded $50,554,103 on new buildings. Win- 
nipeg took the lead with $17,600,009. 
Calgary occupied eecond place w:-th 
$12,709,478. Regina stood third with 
$5,088,110. Saskatoon spent $4,920- 
000, and Edmonton $3,797,525. Wher 
{t is remembcred that only three years 
before the totul expenditure of the 
twelve cities on buildings was only 
$11,501,037, then some conception ao 
how the cities are extending wi.l be 
had. ‘The present year has dawned 
with great activity in building lines, 
which gives every promise of carrying 
the 1912 total far ahead of that fo 
1911. The coast cities also exhibit e 
startling growth in building statistics 
Vancouver spent $5,950,883 in 1998 
while in 1911 her building permiic 
reached $17,652,642. 

Assessment figures likewise reflec 
the activity in building. Winnipeg’: 
property was valued at $41,106,87( 
back in 1904. In 1911 it stood at 
$172,677,250. Calgary's assessment 
was $4,099,437 in 1904; it was $52,747, 
600 in 1911. kdmonton showed an ad 
vance from $2,580,986 to $46,494,746 
Regina grew from $2,284,710 to $34, 
840,733... This in the space of sever 
years is a remarkable achievement.

All these increasct 
are greatly in excess of those ii 
eastern cities. Ten years ago thei 
were only 71 branch banks in the: 
prairie provinces. In 1911 there were 
727, or over one-quarter of the tota, 
number of branch banks in the Do- 
minion.

She gave 
the home manufacturers control of thc 
home market in the most compleic 
manner, tili from this solid basis the: 
have successiully invaded every coun 
try in the world. Not only this, tre 
competition of the home manufacur 
ers in the home market reduced the 
price of goods to the British peop!c 
lower than they could ever have bee 
produced by free trade. So far was 
the protective system carried that sh: 
would neither sell English wool t 
foreign manufacturers nor buy thei: 
cloth. In the early stages of Eng 
lish manufactures the exportation o 
wool was made a felony by the com 
mon law. The owner of a ship, know 
{ngly exporting wool, forfeited ‘tall h:s 
interest in the ship and furniture.” 
If we copy British commercial policy 
at all, expecting to attain the same 
results, we must copy it in all its 
Stages, in which case we find, the 
Btage of English history, correspond 
ing with our present stage, affording 
great protection to our home manu 
facturers.

ALEXANDER GRAHAM BELL. 3 
The Inventor of the Telephone 

Alexander Graham Bell, the inventor of the telephone, comes from a 
family that has made a special study of sound and speech for three genera- 
tions. His grandfather, Alexander Bell, invented a method for removing 
impediments of speech; his father, Alexander Melville Bell, was the inventor 
of “visible speech,” a system to teach deaf-mutes to speak; and the third of 
the Alexanders, really ‘‘Alexander the Great” of his family, taught a piece 
of wire to carry the human voice many miles and deliver the message with- 
out a change. C 

He was born in Edinburgh, Scotland, in 1847, and after receiving his 
education at the High School and the University of his native town, went to 
London at the age of twenty to attend the University, but left on account 
of ill health, and in 1870 carne to Canada with his father. Two years later 
he went to Boston, where he introduced his father’s system of teaching the 
deaf, and supported himself by private c!asses. But the broader field of 
science attracted him most; in England and Canada he had varried on ex- 
periments in multiplex telegraphy which grew more fascinating as he pro- 
ceeded, and in Boston he interested two wealthy men who supplied funds 
for his experiments; but he had to teach by day for his own support. 

In 1874 came the first faint elusive germ of the telephnne;: it seemed 
such a will-o’-the-wisp to his partners that they would not listen to it; they 
were practical men with no time for such dreams. In 1875, after completing 

_ his multiplex telegraphy, he went ta Washington and found his application 
for a patent had been contested by Elisha Gray, the great scientist.. He was 
in despair, but while talking to Professor Henry, he mentioned his theory 
of sending sound by telegraph, and the few xind!y words of encouragement 
he received, breathed into him new Ife and purpose. i 

He returned to Boston with a giant's enerry but an almost empty purse. 
To complicate the situation he had fallen in love with Miss Hubbard, F 
daughter of his friend and henefactor, and had a feeling of delicacy about 
asking the father of his fiancée for a‘loan. So in dezperation he renewed 
the struggle, and in June, 1875, almost by accident. stumbled on a clew that 
solved the problem. On February 14th, 1876, he filed his application for a 
patent; one hour later Elisha Gray filed a caveat on precisely the same plan, 
and on March 7th. 1876, Mr. Bell received his patent: it was number 174,465, 
one of the most important ever allowed in the history of America.

Revert to Owner 


TRACT SOLD FOR TAXES OF 
$192.50 NOW WORTH $500,000 


Vancouver, B.C., July 26.—A cable 
has been received that an appeal in 
the case of Anderson vs. Ralston, 
which had been carried by the de- 
fence to the Privy Council has been 
dismissed with the costs. The case 
is the most important rcal estate 
action ever tried in British Colum- 
bia and the decision will probably 
affect upwards of ten million dollars 
worth of property. Anderson, who is 
an ex-mayor of Vancouver, was in 
the carly days the owner of a large 
tract of land in South Vancouver. 
He allowed it to be sold for taxes 
in 1900, 


Two years ago he brought an ac- 
tion to recover the property on the 
ground that the sale was illegal. 
In the British Columbia court the 
action was dismissed ; in the British 
Columbia court of appeal it met the 
same fate, but the Supreme Court of 
Canada took the ground that Ander- 
son was right and ordered that h 
get back his land. Yesterday’ the 
Privy Council decided that the Ral- 
ston interest had no ground for ap- 
peal, which cnds the case. Anderson 
will wow take possession of — the 
land, valued at‘half a million dol- 
lars.

Rutherford, formerly director-general 
and live stock commissioner for thc 
Dominion ; Dr. Bell, secretary of the 
provincial live stock association ; J. 
.B. Ferguson, of the Swift Co. Messrs. 
McMullen and D nnis, of the C.P.R. 
Calgary ; J. Cochrane Smith, secre- 
tary of the Saskatchewan live stock 
association, and H. B. Larkell, who 
attinded for the Hon. Martin Bur- 
rell, Minister of Agriculture. 

It is admitted that in practically 
all the western provinees the num- 
ber of cattle, shecp and hogs shows 
a great decrease with the result 
that not only is there nothing to ex- 
port, but the reduction is insufficient 
to satisfy local needs, and they have 
to be imported from Australia, New 
Zealand and the States.

This seems a little puzzling since it 
is recognized that Western Canada 
offers advantages for the raising of 
live stock superior to those in any 
other part of the world. Thy reasons 
advanced for the cattle shortage is 
that farmers have devoted the whol> 
of their energies to the production 
of grain, and it is hoped that as the 
outcome of the day's meeting, some 
results will accrue in this matter and 
may combine to assist settlers to 
obtain the best breeds of live stock 
and in other ways to further the 
growth of the industry.

FACTORY WORK 
WESTERN CANADA 


Rapld Progress in Many Cities in Re- 
gard to Manufacturing Industries 


Here and there throughout Western 
Canada are evidences that it will not 
be long before the great west will have 
its manufactories. Already a number 
of industries are in operation, with a 
fair prospect that more will follow. 
It will astonish visitors to Winnipeg 
this summer to see the permanent 
exhibition of the products of Winnipeg 
factories in the fine big hall of the 
Industrial Bureau on Main street. A 
large building, with abundant floor 
space, is filled with displays of all 
sorts of manufactured articles. There 
are eighty-four exhibits in all, cover- 
ing a wide range of production, and 
yet the floor space is too limited to 
Include all that wish to enter. An 
addition of 17,000 square feet will be 
made at once. This Winnipeg display 
of manufactured goods is an eye-open- 
er to the man who thinks the prairies 
are devoted solely to agriculture. Pcs- 
sibly the Manitoba city is in the van 
in its industrial development, but 
there are other western cities which 
are realizing that, if they are to main- 
tain their growth, they must have 
something besides real estate busi 
nesses to keep them going. They are 
all in the hunt after factories, and, 
what is more, they are beginning to 
get them... 

As an indication of what may soon 
be expected in the larger centres of 


population in the west, the experience 
of Winnipeg is most instructive. That 
city now boasts some 296 manufactur. 
ing concerns. Naturally, many of 
these are diminutive, and a good num. 
ber are printing offices, which hardly 
come in the category of manufactories. 
But the balance is a fairly respectable 
number. Of all Winnipeg's industries, 
fron and machine shops are the most 
prominent. Including the railway 
shops, these employ 4,700 hands. 
There was last year fabricated in 
these shops 24,000 tons of structural 
steel, whieh was practically all used 
in construction work in western cities 
—an indication of what is being ac- 
complished in this one industry. 

Last year forty-one new factories 
were added, with 1,000 hands, and this 
year the number will be exceeded. A 
very vigorous campaign is being wag- 
ed to attract manufacturers. 

On a lesser scale one might repeat 
this story in the case of Calgary, Ed 
monton, Regina, Saskatoon, Medicine 
Hat and Lethbridge, not to mention 
the coast citles. As population flows 
into these cities andthe surrounding 


districts, thereby increasing consump-' 


tfon and affording larger opportunities 
present factories 
are bound to expand and new ones to 
enter the field. 


WHEN AMERICANS THRIVED 


Made Greater Strides During Perlods 
of Protectlon 


— 


If we examine the history of the 
United States which, as a new country 
somewhat resembles our own, we wil] 
find it divided into periods of free 
trade and protection. During a per 
fod of protection, the government paid 
off the debt of the Revolutionary War 
and built up considerable home manu- 
factures. Then came a period of free 
trade, which drained the country of 
specie, ruined the manufacturers, and 
ended in a great commercial crisis. 
Each period of free trade and protec 
tion, since that time, has produced a 
similar result. What is protection do- 
ing for the “States now? Last year 
American manufacturers were send- 
ing machinery to Ireland; and English 
merchants complained that Americans 
were underselling them two dollars 
per ton on iron. The time is coming 
when the British Government may 
have to throw around their manufac. 
turers the shield of protection once 
more. The present contention be- 
tween workmen and tuasters may 
bring about a crisis in the manufac- 
turing interests of England which will 
put their .ree trade principles to the 
test. Men talk bravely when danger 
is far off. So it is with British free 
traders while they know their own 
manufacturers are an overmatch for 
foreigners. But let the British mar- 
kets be flooded with foreign goods, let 
British manufacturers be ruined, let 
the country be drained of specie, and 
see how long they will hold their free 
trade principles. This state of things 
would bring about as vigorous pro- 
tection as ever. Free trdde is an ad 
vantage to England now, but it was 
not so, or considered so, till it was 
seen that British manufacturers were 
an overmatch for foreigners.

The home market in Canada, econ- 
omically and nationally, is of para- 
mount importance to the agricultural 
classes of Canada, and it is just be 
cause the protection of the past de- 
cade has guarded that home market
